FIRE DESTOYS INSIDE 
OFENGMANSTORE  - 
SUNDAY MORNING 


Fire gutted the iüterior of the 
B. R. Engman Department Store, 
Sunday morning when flames leapt 
from a floor furnace in the oldest 
established business of this type 
in Hancock County. . 

The building was saved by 
quick resnonse of Bay St. Louis 
and Waveland Fire Departments 
and a number of volunteers who 
fought with the city fire depart 
ments in efforts to restrain the 
flames. The fact that the building 
was constructed entirely of heart 
of hard pine and hang hewn and 
pegged, also helped in preventing 
quick burning. For better than 2 
hours the men fought heroically 
to get the fire under control. 

Owners of the business, Edward 
Engman and his sisters, Misses 
Levia Engman and Miriam reside 
adjacent to the business estab- 
lishment which was founded about 
seventy-five years ago by their 
parents. The building and loca- 
tion have remained unchanged 
during the years. 

About seven o'clock Sunday 
morning Edward noticed smoke 
seeping through cracks in the 
doors and windows. Summoning 
the fire department, he and his 
sister Levia watched broken. heart- 
edly as men fought to save the 
building. Their, sister, Miriam 
was in a New Orleans hospital and 
did not witness the sad occurrence. 

Entire contents of the store 
were lost, with water damaging 
merchandise which managed to es 
cape consuming flames. 

The business catered to family 
needs in clothing for men, wo- 
men and children , notions, dry- 
goods and novelties A large 
stock allowed customers good se- 
fections of merchandise at all 
times. It was the largest business 
of its type in the county and had 
become a landmark in Bay St. 
Louis.
